‘has not heretofore consulted with BOB and Mr. Clark 
merely points out that we should not be seeking an 
exception to the BOB Circular for this relatively minor 
problem. In essence he makes no suggestion that we 
change our previous procedures, The only applicability 
would seem to be in the Rosslyn area anyhow.
